And the new doctrine, which is here ad-

17 
reflection, and judgment, nor a particle of 
that divine eſſence, which conſtitutes the 

human ſoul. On the contrary, one is ani- 
mated y the ſoul of an Hog, another by 
the foul of a Bear, and a third by the

the ſouls of Hawks or Ravens, Hornets 
or Waſps. Is it any wonder therefore, if 
ſuch creatures ſhould be unendowed with 
the principles of virtue, or ſhould not form 
anyother ſchemes of life, than how to gratify 
their ſenſual appetites and vicious inclina- 
tions? If he, who has the ſoul of a Swine, 
ſhould wallow in the mire ? Or he, who 
has the ſoul of a Fox, ſhould be full of 
deceit? If that body, which is poſſeſſed by 
the ſoul of a Dog, ſhould live by rapine, 
or that other, which is inform'd by the 
ſoul of an Aſs, ſhould live without thought?
